The flowers are akin to 
the hollyhock and hibiscus, and 
bees swarm the cotton fields at 
flowering time, taking honey 
from the blooms and doing a val- 
uable cross. pollination. The 
famed Egyptian cotton, with its 
silky fiber which sometimes is 
almost three inches long, has de- 
veloped in the soil left by the 
ancient’ Nile from the Sea Island 
seeds grown along the South At- 
lantic coast and sent to the land 
of the Pharaohs many years ago.

Senate Hikes 


House Limit

WASHINGTON, June 20 — The 
Senate voted 47-25 Wednesday to 
authorize the building. of 50,000 
new dwelling units under the low- 
cost housing program during the 
coming fiscal year beginning July 
1 as it passed a $6,000,000,000 ap- 
propriations bill to cover opera- 


‘tions of some 30 independent fed- 


eral agencies. 


The measure now goes to con- 
ference with the House of Repre- 
sentatives, which in May voted 
more than two to one to restrict 
low-cost housing construction to 
5,000 units. 

Before taking its final vote on 
the money measure, after four 
days of cutting into budget esti- 
mates, the Senate approved, 63-10, 
an amendment designed to reduce 
payrolls for the agencies’ public 
relations and other information 
personnel by 25 percent. 

As the bill passed, no one ap- 
peared to know just how much 
had been cut from it. Reductions 
having an immediate face value 
of some $11,000,000 were cited. Po- 
tential economies, it was estimated, 
might run to several hundred 
millions of dollars during the year 
starting July 1. 

The bill left the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee last week 
carrying $6,235,000,000, or $91,- 
000,000 more than the House had 
approved. The Senate group had 
cut around $14,000,000 or 5 per- 
cent, from personnel payrolls of 
the agencies, but the Senate's 
economy drive was on and this 
was not enough. It ordered the 
committee to take off five percent 
more, A 10 percent reduction had 
been made in the preceding sup- 
ply bill for the Labor Department 
and Federal Security and affiliated 
agencies. 

Starting, then, with $6,221,000,- 
000, the Senate proceeded with 
more economy cuts. An estimated 
potential savings of some $200,- 
000,000 a year was effected by 
voting to reduce the annual leave 
of 1,900,000 civilian government 
employees from 26 to 20 days a 
year.

A Visit to Horse Heaven 


A water wagon groaning in low gear crept up the steep 
road spreading a carpet of moisture. 

An elderly citizen, his sweat-stained straw hat pulled 
low over his eyes and his white shirt splotched with horse 
liniment, strode across the slope and bore down on the of- 
fice. ‘Rhe firm set of his jaw indicated there was trouble 
on his mind. 

A car wearing Tennessee license, carrying a man, a woman, 
and three children pulled up exhaustedly at the door of the office. 
A stout fellow with the frame of a football tackle went in to an- 
Sgus nounce that Charley Bobo of Cleveland, 

4 Tenn., was here. 

A Cadillac, piloted by a Jass of bobby 
sox age, haughtily felt its way through 
the stable area, on up over the hill and 
out of sight. : 

A group of county prisoners leisurely 

_ carried shovelsful of crushed stone and 
spread along the entrance way to the 
tanbark. 


Two colored stable bovs held an 
unwilling horse while a third gave 
the animal his weekly hair-trim. 


Down on a little mesa that juts out 
from the office, Mr. and Mrs. Albert M. 
Jones settled back in their camp* chairs 
under the shade of a sprawling oak. It 
~~ was slightly past mid-morning, but the 
; lethargy of the day had already set in. 
It was going to be a scorcher, and the 
Joneses were saving their energies for 
the business that would arrive in the 
afternoon. They’re what you'd call pro- 
fessional concessionaires to the horse show trade. 

“We're gypsies, that’s what we are,” said motherly Mrs. Jones, 
“Knoxville’s our home base, but we Wecame gypsies in 1941. Our 
boy got killed in a plane crash that year and we had nothing left to 
keep us at home, so we went on the road with our trailer and our 
stock of horse gear.” 


The Fulton-DeKalb Shrine Show is something special to 
the Joneses. They present each year the Buddy Jones Trophy 
to the junior rider winning the most points with the ponies. 
It’s in memory of the son who was killed. 


“We just find horse people about the best on earth. If they love 
animals, they’re usually pretty fine people. That's the way we fig- 
ure it. And you don’t find many shows anywhere in the country 
any finer than this Atlanta show. We love to come back.” 


The Show Creates the Market 


Around the corner, a mellow-voiced Negro was currying and 
cooing to a young filly who was to get her first taste on the stage 
Wednesday night. 

“Yassuh,” he said, 
huh shine lack new. 
come now.” 


And Joe Urquhart, a tall-in-the-saddle fellow, came up the 
hillside. He's a professional horseman, stables at Flat Rock, 
N. C.. a mountain village that hovers over the South Carolina 
line near Hendersonville. 


“I'm a professional,” he said, “if you mean this is all I do. 
not a professional, if you mean this is how I make my living. : 

“Naw. I’m only kidding. It’s a pretty good life, if you like 
horses. I got into it professionally about 12 years ago when I saw 
that I couldn't look after a business and my horses, too, A man 
would go hungry, though, if he depended on his show income for a 
living. You can make about 25 shows a season, and if you take 
awav an average of $100 in profit, you're doing all right. 

“The show to the professional is a way of creating a market for 
his horses. I expect to sell two or three good horses a year, and a 
good show horse will bring from $5.000 to $25,000. My profit comes 
from what I sell, of course. The winnings are just expense money.” 


There Is No Room in the Manger 


Just around the corner was one of the most successful of the 
pros, Steve Hill, of Beech Grove, Tenn., a collection of barns, a 
couple of filling stations, a country store and several pastures. He 
has come to Atlanta for four shows and gone away carrying the top 
walking horse prize each year. 


Hill operates on a small stable (12 horses) featuring two 
aces, Midnight Merry, a blaze-faced lady, and Talk of the Town, 
a strutting four-year-old stallion. They are such exceptional 
properties that Hill maintained ownership until he could get 
his price and did well on his winnings. He sold Talk of the 
Town to a Gainesville man last year, but retained handling 
rights. Merry is still his. 


Over the hill and around the pike Dr. J. L. Hopping was check- 
ing in the ponies. It’s akin to the weighing-in ceremony for boxers. 
The pug must make his weight. The pony must make his height— 
not more than 14 hands, two inches tall. Anything above is a horse. 
It isn't at all extraordinary to see a blacksmith trimming down the 
hooves of a tall pony to get him in the limit. 

Most harried man on the busy little knob of a hill was Frank 
Radigan, who as operator of Chastain Park is the innkeeper for the 
horses. Long time ago he had run out of stalls, but the horses still 
rambled in. 

“Now,” said the stoic Massachusettsan, “there is even no room

The Atlanta Constitution has no quar- 
rel whatever with the purpose behind the 
State Milk Board’s intention of spending 
$25,000 on an advertising and sales pro- 
motion campaign for Georgia milk. That 
is a legitimate function of the board as 
set forth by law, and the money does not 
come from taxes but from the milk pro- 
ducers and distributors. 

Nevertheless, the board has been com- 
plaining bitterly, and so far as we know 
with justification, of a shortage of Georgia 
milk. So severe was the shortage, brought 
on by the drought, it was said, that a price 
increase was contemplated. 

Now we submit that it is hardly good 
business, to say the least, to spend thou- 
sands of dollars promoting the sale of 
something you haven't got. If the state’s 
milk supply is inadequate—and that must 
be true, for milk is being imported from 
other states daily in such quantities as 
Agriculture Commissioner Tom Linder will 
permit—then Georgia producers are hardly 
faced with a sales problem. 

We never cease to be amazed at the 
gyrations of the board and Commissioner 
Linder in their explanations of the state’s 
milk supply from time to time. 

There have been in the past heated 
arguments between the two as to whether 
a shortage or a surplus existed. Some 
months ago the board proudly announced 
there was a surplus of Georgia milk for

Not a State 
Matter, After All? 


Be The long-standing question of the validity of 
~ the county unit system is apparently at last 
going to be settled where it should be... by 

Georgians here in Georgia. 

Superior Court Judge H. E. Nichols of the Rome Judicial Cir- 
cuit has taken a test case growill— out of what the governor and 
attorney general, with characteristic perspicacity, have labeled a 
“bogus lawsuit.” This means that, in time, a decision will be 
forthcoming which, almost inevitably, will result in the State 
Supreme Court passing on the constitutionality of the county 
unit system. 

That is good. It will at least allow both advocates and oppo- 
nents of the system to know where they st"nd legally, a status of 
which neither now is obviously none too sure. 

Judge Nichols, in accepting the suit, showed commendable 
courage. Both sides of the county unit argument carry consid- 
erable political weight. Neither will be satisfied with anything 
less than complete vindication of its position. 


A less intrepid soul would have sought to sidestep a deci- 
sion, even as the black little man,who, umpiring a Negro ball 
game, was called upon for a crucial decision. The count was 
3 and 2, with the score tied-and the bases loaded in the ninth, 
and the pitcher, a glowering, herculean figure, fogged one 
over. A hush fell upon the crowd as the batter, towering over 
the arbiter, bellowed menacingly: “How about it, Mr. Ump?” 

The umpire thought a minute and headed for center field 
on the run, calling back his decision . . . “D-d-d-doubtful!” 


But while naturally recognizing that, as he put it, “the suit is 
a turkey in tomtit’s feathers,” Judge Nichols didn’t take the cow- 


‘ ardly way. He realizes that the vast majority of the people of 


Georgia are honestly eager for a qualified decision on the legality 
of the unit system and apparently he intends to live up to the duties 
of his office by giving it to them. 

Incidentally, has there ever been anything any more ludicrous 
than the spectacle of the same politicians seeking to block a state 
court decision on the county unit system who, but a few months 
ago, when there was a possibility of federal intervention, were 
indignantly shouting, “This is a matter for Georgia to decide’?

WASHINGTON—The Senate has a way of 
evaluating the importance and the utterances 
of its own members by the attendance’ turnout 

when someone gets up to speak. In that way the appraisal put 
on a speech of a senator by his colleagues can usually be deter- 
mined by the number of those who come to the floor of the 
chamber and remain to hear him. 


Particularly is this true when a senator announces in advance 
that on a given day at a certain hour he will seek recognition to 
address the chamber on matters of national concern. If he is a 
man of proven standing, he can count on both a respectful hear- 
ing and good floor attendance. 


Advance Notice With that as background, consider the 

long-winded speech made the other day 
by Sen. Joe McCarthy (Rep., Wis.). He had announced some two 
days in advance that on a certain day he would make rocking 
disclosures regarding Secretary of Defense George C. Marshall. 


When he took the floor to begin there were only about two 
dozen senators on hand to hear him, most of them Republicans. 
The number dwindled to three before he progressed very far. 
Finally, finding himself speaking to an almost deserted chamber, 
he gave up the ghost and consigned the undelivered portion of his 
meaningless remarks to the Congressional Record. 


Handful The fact that only a bare handful of his colleagues 

lingered to hear him offers the most eloquent testi- 
mony that could be given as to the weight of his words. It was 
much the same way in the public galleries. 


Secretary Marshall, one of the greatest Americans of our time, 
was accused by the Wisconsin senator of being one of the leaders 
in an administration conspiracy to weaken the United States so it 
will “fall victim to Soviet intrigue from within and Russian mili- 
tary might from without.” In an utterly meaningless rhetorical 
flourish, he referred to all of this as “a conspiracy so immense 


and an infamy so black as to dwarf any previous such venture 
in the history of man.”

The Answer 
Will Take Time 


a”® Can the Georgia legislature prescribe a vote- 

ye counting policy which is not included in the 

SE state constitution? This question was asked by 

Atty, Jack Harris in the county unit suit at Rome this week. Har- 

ris and Steve Mitchell, attorneys for the client contesting consti- 

tutionality of the county unit system, and Atty, H. O. Hubert Jr., 

defending the legality of the system, raised several interesting 
points during the argument before Judge H. E. Nichols. 

Harris said the Georgia constitution prescribes the qualifications 
for a voter. The constitution says “Every citizen of this state who 
is a citizen of the United States, 18 years old or upwards, not 
laboring under any: of the disabilities named in this Article, and 
possessing the qualifications provided by it, shall be an elector 
and entitled to register and vote at any election by the people.” 
It requires a voter to be of good character and to understand the 
duties and obligations of citizenship or to be able correctly to read 
and write a paragraph of the constitution. 

Harris says the legislature has no right to go beyond these 
qualifications and set up a county unit system. 


Counting Method Hubert contended that the unit sys- 
tem is not a qualification for voting, 


but is a method of counting the votes. He said the plaintiff, Rep. 
John I. Wood of Bibb County, admits he voted in the Democratic 
primary of 1950 even if he does complain that his vote wasn’t 
counted as heavily as the votes of residents of rural areas. — 

Hubert said Wood’s vote would be counted equally with that 
of a rural voter in the general election. To this, Attorney Harris 
pointed to a federal court decision holding that the Democratic pri- 
mary in this one-party state is the “real” election in Georgia. 

The best court decision cited by Hubert in defense of the con- 
stitutionality of a unit system was the United States Supreme 
Court’s ruling on an Illinois case. Illinois had a law requiring an 
independent candidate to present a petition signed by a number 
of voters scattered among at least 50 of the state’s 100 or more 
counties. Purpose of the law was to prevent a candidate from 
getting on the ballot with the petition from a thickly populated 
area. The Supreme Court held that a state has the right to “dif- 
fuse” its election initiative between the thinly and thickly popu- 


lated areas. 

° When Hubert said that federal courts 
Federal Rulings have sustained Georgia’s county unit sys- 
tem, Judge Nichols interrupted: “Has the United States Supreme 
Court really ever ruled on the constitutionality of Georgia’s county 
unit system?” 

Hubert replied that the high court had declined to take juris- 
diction of the suits, but that some federal lower court opinions 
had commented that the legislature had the right to enact a vote- 
counting policy, even though it was an unfair policy. 

The last question is what makes this Floyd County suit impor- 
tant. The state court will be setting a precedent when it decides 
on the constitutionality of the Georgia county unit system, because 
there has been no outright court decision on this question before. 

With Judge Nichols inviting all Georgia attorneys to file briefs 
as “friends of the court” and offering to hold more hearings before 
reaching a decision, it is obvious that it will be many, many weeks 
before he gives his answer to the important question: Is Georgia’s 
county unit system constitutional?

ing under the GI bill .... any newcomer may run 
a charge account, that you are in Alaska is 
sufficient ... many accounts run six months or 
a year to be paid during the fishing season when 
there is much money in circulation . . . homes, 
frame buildings, are equipped with modern ap- 


pliances, washing’machines, electric stoves, dish- 
washers . . . women reluctant to drive on the 
island because of narrow, board-paved streets 
which seem to go straight up mountainsides ... 


rainfall in Petersburg 125 inches a year... when 
fog settles too thick everyone closes shop and 
goes home... pontoon-equipped planes common, 
as travel to other cities is largely by plane... 
the one dairyman puts his cows on a barge and 
carries them across the bay to another island 
where there is green feed and the “milk comes 
in with the tide” as the milk cans are brought 
back by boat daily.

NEW YORK—By means of the New Deal smear, Miss Vivien Kellems has 
been widely discredited, always by ridicule, but never by refutation of her spe- 


cifie statements. 


Miss Kellems manufactures a’device called a cable grip which 
is used to draw wires through conduits. 


In this business she has kept herself 


informed on the size, quantity and destination of cable manufactured in the United 


States. 


Thus, during the war, she discovered evidence that by means of lend- 


metong tui gondii in our government in Washington were building up a great industrial power 


in postwar Russia.

This is not a signal telephone cable 
used by the Army, but it for permanent installa- 
tion. It is paper-insulated, lead-covered cable, 
pulled in conduit or buried directly in the 
ground. Almost 2,000 miles of permanent, long- 
distance telephone cable for Russia when our 
own telephone companies could not get a foot 
for maintenance or repair. 

“Then we have power cable, also paper and 
lead, pulled in conduit for direct burial, 4,264,000 
feet for Soviet Russia.” 

Miss Kellems told her audience that the 
Potomac Electric Power Co. in Washington “by 
pulling every string, was able, after months of 
delay and red tape, to wangle 372 feet of such 
cable for urgent repairs.” 


“Potemac Electrie paid fer their cable,” 
she said. “Russia gets hers free. Tomorrew, 
any number of Russian cities will beast a 
better underground electrical system than 
Chicago’s, put there at our expense. 


“We come to 26,000 tons of bare copper over- 
head transmission and. trolley wire. Our great- 
est production of this cable in any previous year 
had been 13,000,000 pounds. But we gave

, Russia 26,000,000 pounds, to electrify her rail- 


ways. It is impossible to see how this cable 
has anything to do with the winning of the 
war. We are picking up Russian industry, trans- 
ferring it east of the Urals. We are building 
long-distance telephone systems and electrify- 
ing Russian railways. We have heard many 
times that Russia will emerge from this war 
the strongest nation in the world. I believe it 
implicitly. We are making her so.” 

For making this and similar revelations and 
protests, Miss Kellems was illegally subjected to 
deep humiliation by the New Deal geStapo. Per- 
sonal letters, which she had written to a dear 
friend in South America, who was a German 
subject, were rifled and the most sensitive por- 
tions were broadcast by Drew Pearson. 

Miss Kellems insisted that there was no in» 
formation in her letters of any value to the 
enemy. The censors never claimed otherwise. 
Miss Kellems received neither explanation nor 
apology.

This year should prove our very bést at the busfness of plant- 

ing fescue grass because this grass is the only one that withstood the rigors of the past Winter, 
furnished grazing throughout, and then proceeded to give us a seéd crop this Spring. 


We could get, very likely, the Chief of the 
Soil Conservation Service to make a talk on 
fescue grass, and it is entirely possible we could 
get the head of the Conservation Foundation, 
Dr. Fairfield Gsborn, to be with us. 


Perhaps we might even get the board of 
directors of the Friends of the Land to hold 
a Summer meeting here and participate in 
the grass meeting. 


We could start with quite a nucleus. Our 
Kudzu Club of America, the Georgia Associa- 
tion of Ky.

A Stronger College---a Greater South 


For the past two days outstanding educators marshaled undér the hardly 
imposing title of Committee on University Agency Relations have béen meeting 
here and considering problems of far-reaching implication to the advancement of 


higher education in the South. 


This committee of 16 is part of the Southern 


Regional Education program, with headquarters in Atlanta under John C. Ivey ZJr., 


director of the Board of Control. 
(1) Utilization of the laboratories of TVA, the Air University of Maxwell Field, 
and technical resources in the aréa in connection with university studies; 


The problems confronting the educators includéd: 
and other scientific 
(2) securing of more gov- 


ernment defense research contracts for Southern schools. 


Both of these goals if realized would 
strengthen the graduate and undergraduate pro- 
gram of instruction in the South and also would 
keep gifted young people here through provi- 
sion of tools and money for advanced research. 


Securing research contracts for Southern 
universities is one of the big undertakings 
of the Southern Regional Education program. 
A study made in Washington showed that the 
government would. be delighted to have its 
research projects widely distributed. Dur- 
ing the late war very few of these contracts 
came southward, but it developed that 
Southern universities had been backward 
about presenting their capabilities before the 
proper officials. This is being remedied. 


The Board of Control for Southern Regional 
Education has assembled the facts on research 
contracts and putgthem into booklet form, and 
now the colleges know how to go about present- 
ing their facilities before government officials. 


Only the other day a Commerce Department 
report pointed out that Georgia got only four- 
tenths of one per cent of the natjonal total of 
defense contracts awarded since July 1. These 
contracts went to businesses fpr building things 
needed for defense. It is te apparent, how- 
éever, that strengthening of the research pro- 
grams of Southern universities will in the future

have a great bearing on the technical advance 
of all segments of the region’s economy. 


All of the South has the basic foundation 
for complete higher ‘education. It is only 
necessary. that the graduate and research 
programs be strengthened for the area te 

ite young people and at the same time 
build for itself a “higher echelon” of ad- 
vanced knowledge. 


At the same time the ‘regional education 
committee was meeting in Atlanta the gover- 
nors of 15 Midwestern states were getting to- 
gether for their first regional meeting. At this 
gathering proponents of the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way sought to weld the Great Lakes and Mis- 
souri Valley states intd an articulate bloc in 
support of the seaway project. Gov. Mennen 
Williams of Michigan, one of the prime movers 
of the conference, decried any attempt at séc- 
tionalism in calling the meeting. He said: 

“Our fundamental business here today is to 
advance regional collaboration, which has made 
this area great, so that every part of inland 
America will contribute in the highest degree 
to the prosperity of every other part, and to 
progress of the entire nation.” 

Likewise, stronger colleges mean a stronger 
Southland, and a stronger South means a 
greater nation. 


Red China Cool to Peace Feelers

WASHINGTON, June 20—The Swedish Ambassador in Peiping, Torsten Hammerstrom, paid a 


farewell call on the Prime Minister of Communist China, 


Chou En-lai the other day, and asked 


whether there was anything he could report to his government or the United Nations about the sit- 
uation in Korea. The Prime Minister replied with an irrelevancy about the weather. 


This is typical of Red China's response to all 
the peace feelers that have been put out from 
the West—and there have been more of them 
than is generally realized. 


Nothing has come of Secretary of State 
Acheson's recent statement before the Mac- 
Arthur inquiry that the United States does not 
feel obligated to fight its way back to the Man- 
churian border. Nothing has come, as yet, of 
UN Secretary General Trygve Lie’s recent pub- 
lic statements that the time has come once more 
to talk peace. 


This did not surprise anybody in author- 
|. ity here, but it was hoped that, even if 
Peiping did not agree to negotiate a cease- 
fire, it would release the pressure and al- 
low a cease-fire to take place gradually. Now 
this hope has been minimized by increasing 
evidence that the Communists are preparing 
yet another offensive. 


Moreover, the lives of the non-Communist 
diplomatic corps in Peiping are being made in- 
creasingly difficult. The representatives of those 
nations that have recognized the Peiping regime 
are being more and more isolated. If anything, 
they are seeing less of the top Communist of- 
ficials there than they did several months ago, 
and even their privilege of gathering together 
to console one another in their own private club 
has been removed. 


Nevertheless, with the first anniversary of 
the Korean war coming up next week, discus- 
sions are proceeding here again on the possibility 
of another appeal for a cease-fire. 


Assistant Secretary of State Dean Rusk has 
been exchanging views on this with the repre- 
sentatives of those United Nations having troops 
in battle. but the lack of response in Peiping 
has led to considerable frustration and some di- 
vision within the Rusk committee on what to do, 
if anything. 

The United States has tended to favor an 
appeal by President Truman, as Commander-in- 
Chief of the nation responsible for the direc- 
tion of the UN war effort. The British have felt 
that if a statement was made, it should be made 
' fn the name of all the nations engaged directly 
in the war. But getting all these nations together 
on a statement that would meet the different 
conditions here, in Korea, and in the other 
‘ @Ountries involved is not proving to be very 
 @asy. 

Some of them favor no statement at all. Others 
want the statement, if there is one, to be very 
' general. Still others favor a much more specific 
statement, laying down the terms of the cease- 
fire and indicating the possibility of wider dis- 
eussions on Far Eastern questions. 

The executive branch of the U. S. Government, 
however, has been about as specific as it wants 
‘to be, the atmosphere on Capitol Hill- being 
‘what it is. It has stated that its political aims 
remain the same—the unification, and pacifica- 
tion of a free and United Korea—but that it 


) 


does not feel obliged to fight on until these 
objéctives are achieved. 

This was intended as an offer to the Come 
munists to negotiate on the basis of the original 


UN Security Council resolutions, which were 
designed to end the aggression at the line of the 
38th Parallel, It was put out only after the most 
caréful debate within the United States National 
Security Council, and it was, of course, approved 
by the President. 


Presumably, the Chinese and the Russians 
know this. If they did not interpret Mr. Ache- 
son's testimony in this way on their own ine 
iative, it is certainly a fact that they were in- 
formed of this U. 8. policy by other members of 
the UN who aré even more eager for a Korean 
peace than Washington. 

Nevertheless, Chou En-lai continues to 
discuss the weather when invited to discuss 
peace, and the pressuré 6n the U. 8. Gev- 
ernment to increase and extend the battle 
continues. 


Just why Peiping remains indifferent to a 
U. S. offer to arrange a cease-fire around the 


38th Parallel and negotiate terms under which 


all foreign troops would withdraw from the 
Korean peninsula is not clear. 


The South Korean Government is terrified at 
the thought. It is making extreme efforts to gain 
admission to the Rusk committee here in the 
hope of persuading the members that a céase- 
fire at the 38th Parallel would be a deféat, 
opening the entire peninsula to conquest by 
Communist subversion, if not by another diréct 
attack. 


But Peiping, for reasons known best to itself, 
remains silent and the feeling is growing here 
that if the Chinese Communists are not im- 
pressed by the dismissal of Gen. MacArthur 
and the cease-fire offer of Secretary Acheson, 
they are not likely to be persuaded by anything 
except their own casualty lists, which are alréady 
enormous.

New Red Proposal Must Be Studied

PARIS, Juné 20—The Gov- 
ernment of the Soviet Union 
advised the three Western 
Powers Wednesday by implica- 
tion, that, should they agree 
to a listing of the North At- 
lantic treaty and American mil- 
itary bases abroad as a subject 
for discussion by a council of 
foreign ministers, Moscow would 
be prepared to accept a similar 
examination of its bilateral pacts 
with Communist China and the 
satellite states of Eastern Eu- 
rope. 

This advice was forwarded to 
the United Statés, the United 
Kingdom and France by. Andrei 
Gromyko, deputy Soviet foreign 
minister, at the seventy-third 
meéting of the Big Four depu- 
ties. 


Just exactly whére this new 
proposition by the Soviet Union 
leaves these long and drawn- 
out discussions, désigneéd to ar- 
range an agénda for a foreign 
ministers’ meeting, is difficult to 
say. Offhand the reaction of the 
Westérn diplomatic spokesman 
was that Gromyko’s offer con- 
tributed little to break the cur- 
rent impasse. It was said the 
four ministers were no more in 
a position to analyze pacts of the 
U. S. S. R., to which the United 
States, United Kingdom and 
France were not a party, than 
Moscow was to participate in 
discussions of the 12-power 
North Atlantie treaty agreement 
of which it was not a member. 


A néw_ Soviet maneuver 
seems thus temporarily to have 
lifted the deputies’ meetings 
from the condition of stagnancy 
which prevailed for the most 
part during the period preceding 
the French national elections.

With Faithless Mate 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: Almost nine years ago Jim and I 
married, after six vears of “off again, on again” courtship. We 
have two darling children, a son and daughter, ages five and two 
years, respectively. But we've had so much trouble, over women 
and Jim’s job instability, that I no longer have any feeling for him. 


During the war years, Jim met another girl (during our 
first year of marriage) and continued to see her, even after 
I moved near where he was stationed. I learned this later after 
he shipped out, and it left me feeling lost. I soon became less 
lonely by going out socially. After some thought of ending the 
marriage when he came home, I finally decided we should try 
again. 


Jim came home in 1945, our son was born the following year. 
In a few months Jim was involved with a second girl. He came 
back to me (at my request), then kept up the affair for three 
years, during which time the girl called me occasionally, to demand 
Jim’s freedom. 

In the end, Jim gave her a beating and never dated her again. 
When I offered him a divorce he refused, saying he knew he’d 
made a mistake. Thus began our second attempt to build a marriage. 

In 1949 our daughter was born, and Jim lost his job, due to 
his arrogance and irregular hours. The girl had been pestering him 
at his place of work. 

These experiences and my husband’s reaction to them have 
killed any faith I had in him.

Is there any way I can get a separation from Jim, without

DEAR V. B.: Obviously you brought to marriage some very 
strong convictions about it. It appears that these concepts have 
been almost your only source of strength, in trying to achieve 
teamwork with a psychopathic partner. There is nothing wrong 
with this approach to marriage, provided the ideals coincide with 
the capacity of the persons involved; but in your case, Jim’s in- 
capacities have been so frustrating as to break your spirit. 


However, your long suffering with Jim probably wasn’t 
altogether a demonstration of sweet reason during the years it 
lasted. I daresay there was a broad streak of dependency 
implicit in the performance. Your patient tolerance cloaked 
much apprehension about facing life alone. Consequently for 
years you translated these dependency traits into a forgiving 
attitude, while Jim continued to disappoint your expectations 
and defy your ideals. 


It seems to me that time is forcing a ‘choice upon you;.and 
that life with Jim is a steadily losing proposition. Doubtless you 
are entitled to a constructive separation, from the legal view; and 
for guidance in arranging this, without forfeiting custody of the 
children or jeopardizing your home security, consult the Legal 
Aid Society in your community—or the Family Service Agency, 
or similar welfare service.

Your Body--Same Machine All Year 


By AGNES R. OLMSTEAD 


The corn stands a little higher 
every day. Thé bees buzz 
through the flowers. Children 
have deserted the classroom. 
Today Summer begins, It’s time 
to revise your menus for Sum- 
mer living. 

With fewer big dinners—more 
salads and sandwiches, meals 
become more casual from now 
until September. As Summer 
heat becomes more intense we 
all eat less and less. But have 
you thought of the conséquencés 
of that skimpy diet in terms of 
your héalth? News from the 
USDA Bureau of Human Nutri- 
tion and Homé Economics gives 
us something to think about. 


A study of city familiés just 
completed, shows that Ameri- 
cans eat less of almost every 
element of the basic seven in the 
summer months. The only foods 
which are eatén in greater 
quantities than the yearly aver- 
age are ice cream, ham, poultry, 
fresh vegetables and fruits. 


Among the foods eaten less 
frequently in summer are bread 
and other ceréal products. Tie 
this fact to another, turnéd up 
in the same study, namely that 
summer diets are notoriously 
low in iron, riboflavin and 
niacin. 


What most people fail to re- 
alize is that the human body 
is the same machine summer 
or winter.

Actually you need the 
same amounts of proteins, the 
same B vitamins and minerals 
in Summer, Your caloric re- 
quirements naturally depend 
on your heightened or less- 
ened seasonal activity. 


Whether you sit on the porch 
reading a book or play 18 holes 
of golf, your protein needs are 
the same. The body requires 
proteins to build and repair 
tissues which are constantly be- 
ing used up. Children, especial- 
ly, must have them for growth 
also, since they don’t stop grow- 
ing in summer.

If you are “not hungry’, your 
diet may be deficient in the 
appetite-promoting vitamin Bl 
or thiamin. The American Soci- 
ety of Tropical Medicine reports 
that an abundance of thiamin 
tends to overcome the depress- 
ing effects of heat. 


The best sources of protein 
are: meat, fish, poultry, 
cheese, milk, e, gs, nuts, beans, 
lentils, peas, anid cereals. 

The best sources of Vitamin 
B1 or thiamin are: Meat (par- 
ticularly pork and: glandular 
meats), egg yolk, peas and 
beans, nuts, and the grain 
foods. 


A word to the wise homemaker 
is sufficient. Since your family 
will be eating in a take-it-easy 


manner, it will pay to make a 
few eating rules for your fami- 
f ly’s good health. Remember to 
ca o start the day with a good bréak- 
al fast, no matter how hot the 
weather. Include a citrus fruit

Teachers are going back to 
school, to learn how to under- 
stand your child and to help 
him with his school and per- 
sonal problems. 


About 35 teachers, from At- 
lanta and the state, are at- 
tending a study group on 
guidance at the School Prob- 
lems Laboratory which is just 
beginning at Emory Univer- 
sity. 

New to this informal 
“school’s” curriculum this sum- 
mer, the guidance class is 
taught by Rita Berrong, school 
counselor of O'Keefe high 
school. 

“Todav’s school counselors 
don't aim to be like the old- 
fashioned advisors and make 
decisions for the _ students,” 
Miss Berrong explains. “We try 
tp give the student enough in- 
formation so he can make a 
wise decision for himself, 
Sometimes our work consists of 
just listening and pointing out 
a problem to a student that he 
can't put his finger on.” 

Every Atlanta high school 
has two full-time counselors, 
ex-teachers with training in 
guidance work. They keep a 
file on each student, covering 
not only his school grades, but 
also his home life, any handi- 
caps he may have and results 
on intelligence and _ aptitude 
tests, “to help us get to the core

of his problem,” according to 
Miss Berrong. 

The counselors are trained to 
give psychological tests to stu- 
dents on mental maturity, 
ability and intelligence. 


“Our offices serve as infor- 
mation centers on job possibili- 
ties, on colleges and vocational 
school,” she says. And Atlanta’s 
counselors help place their stu- 
dents in jobs after graduation. 
They keep up with the boys and 
girls after they leave school, 
checking on whether they are 
satisfied with their job, wheth- 
er they stay in college and 
so on. 


Helping adolescents solve 
their pressing problems is one 
of the counselor's main con- 
tributions. 

“We find that many school 
failures come from worries a 
student has about his _ social 
life or about his home life,” 
Miss Berrong explains. 


She cites the case of a stu- 
dent who was having trouble 
with grades because his par- 
ents didn’t allow him to have 
social activities and failed to 
realize he had grown up. She 
often has to go direct to the 
parents to solve her students’ 
problems. 

Health defects, like bad eye- 
sight, poor hearing and even 
broken “unsightly” teeth also 
cause schoo] failures.

Still Feels Sore 

It still feels sore, the place 
where I got kicked out of a 
southern paper twenty years ago, 


by the irate boss. It happened in 
this way. 3 


I dwelt just a little too insist- 
ently on the fact that failure of 
the doctor to examine a patient 
complaining of “piles,” especially 
if there has been bleeding, some- 
times costs a life. Cancer may 
progress for months like that 
when a proper examination 
would have revealed it at outset 
and given the patient a fair 
chance. This hit the boss’s case. 
He hurried to the doctor for ex- 
amination. The doctor examined 
him and assured him his trouble 
was just plain internal hemor- 
rhoids (piles). The boss returned 
o the office in a towering rage 
and kicked me out of the paper, 
the city and the state. 


There are two schools of 
thought about diagnosis, thought 
on the part of patient, I mean. 
One patient wants to know pre- 


cisely what ails him, as soon as 
the doctor can find out, and the 
patient may have other reasons 
for wishing to know about his 
or her condition, besides obtain- 
ing the best treatment. -Another 
patient may prefer to let nature 
take its course, so to speak, or 
may be afraid the trouble will 
prove more serious than he or 
she hopes it is. 


Moreover the doctor’s reputa- 
tion is at stake, 


That’s all I have to say about 
it today. Will I have anything 
more to say about this or any- 
thing else tomorrow? 


Here’s a case in point, men- 
tioned in a letter from one of the 
few medical friends I have left: 

“. « « One of those sad cases 
that happen altogether too fre- 
quently. Man, 55, had been to 
a doctor several times in the 
last two years, complaining of 
bleeding piles. He had been 
given ointments and supposi- 
tories but no examination. We 
found an adeno-carcinoma the 
size of an egg two inches above 
the orifice. No sign of meta- 
stasis, but we can only hope 
there has been no metastasis to 
the liver. All we could do was 
a radical resection up to trans- 
verse colon and hope that X- 
rays, radium and such will give 
him a few more years to live 
with his family. If this patient . 
had been properly examined 
the first time he consulted the 
doctor, it might have been a 
different story.”
